Tile twenty-ninth annual report of the 
Bj&rd of Trustees of the Wit coof in Insu­ 
late for the Education of the Blind, lur the 
fiscal year ending September 30, ISIS, has 
been received. At the date of the report 
there were Sd pupils in the Institution. The 
finances have been managed, as tho official 
report will show, with wise economy, 
keeping in mind the object for which the 
Institution is intended. 
The Trustees say 
“ they are glad to report that the new 
building 
meets 
lolly 
the 
expecta­ 
tions of the Board, being substantially built, 
and well adapted to all the requirements 
of the institution. The interior walls o 
the halls of the building have never been 
furnished, it having been thought best to 
leave them until thoroughly dried. 
We 
think it very desirable that this work be 
done during the next year, and we have 
included in the table of estimates, under the 
head 
of 
permanent 
improvements, 
the amount 
thought 
necessary 
for 
foe 
purpose.” 
The total 
expen­ 
ditures 
for 
the 
year 
have 
been 
$18,058. The estimate for the ensuing 
year have been placed at $19;000, which 
seems to be a very moderate sum, consid­ 
ering the amount of work the Institution is 
doing. 
The report of the very efficient Super­ 
intendent, Mrs Thomas ll. Little, shows 
that the work ot the Institute has gone 
steadily forward. 
Ninety persons, 
43 
males and 47 females, have received in­ 
struction during the year. 
The average 
number present for the fiscal year, is 
79. During the 
last term the num­ 
ber of pupils having 
instruction or 
practice in the several branches, was di- 
yiied up as follows, which shows how var* 
led and practical are the studies: In read 
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The pensioners of the War of 1812, are 14,* 
132, of which 10,407 are survivors, and 
3,725 are widows. There are 9,364 pen­ 
sioners in Wisconsin on account of the 
War of the Itebellloi,—5,625 invalids, and 
3,739 widows and children. There are in 
the State 234 survivors of the W ar of 1812, 
and 66 widows. 
The highest number of 
pensioners upon the roll at one time was 
in 1873, when the number reached 238,000

T. Sherm an,

Cleveland, Jan. I —This morning at I 
o’clock, Judge Charles T. Sherman died at 
his home on Prospect street, of rheum a­ 
tism of the heart. Deceased had been in 
very poor health for months past, but was 
better during the last few weeks, and his 
death was thus very sudden. 
He com 
plained of feeling very sick at midmgh 
and at one o’clock was dead. Ile was born 
in Norwalk, Conn., the 3d of February 
1311, a son of Charles R. Sherman, and 
the oldest of eleven children. 
He came 
with bis father to Lancaster, Ohio, when 
only three 
months old. His father 
one of the Supreme Judges of the State 
Young Charles graduated at the Ohio 
University in 1832, studied law with Henry 
Stoddard at Dayton, Ohio, and in 1332 
came to Mansfield, in this State, and be­ 
gan practice. He practiced law in Mans­ 
field up to the time his brother John went 
to Congress. In 1367 he was appointed 
by Gov. Todd a Colonel of militia. Near 
the close of the War he was appointed by 
Lincoln one of the Directors of the Union 
Pacific Railroad. In the spring of 1867 he 
was

of 
the 
United 
States 
District 
Court 
at 
Cleveland, which office he held for six 
years, or until 1873,’ when he resigned on 
account of certain irregularities which 
came to light rn regard to matters outside 
of the office, tainting his reputation. He 
bas lived constantly m Cleveland since 
that time. He leaves five children,—Mrs. 
General Miles, Mrs. Senator Cameron, 
Mrs. Colgate Hoyt, and Uenrj 8. Sherman, 
Esq., of Cleveland, and John Sherman, Jr., 
United States Marshal,(of New Mexico.

Hod. J . A. Watrous, editor of “Tho Ap­ 
peal” of Fond du Lac, has written a very 
interesting chapter on tbe Chicago & 
Northwestern Railway, which is of gener­ 
al interest to all persons who desire to be- I wm. brith. 
come acquainted with the early railway 
enterprises of this State. We take pleasure 
in reproducing a portion of the chapter 
because it is of special interest to Janes­ 
ville and Rock county: 
W ork on the first railroad built in W is­ 
consin commenced In ISCH)—between Mil­ 
waukee and Waukesha. 
W ork oo the 
second railroad in Wisconsin commenced 
in ISSI, at Fond du Lac. As early as I SIO 
there was some talk of iron rails tor Fond 
du Lac, but those who had any faith in the 
attempts were very few in number. 
The 
local papers held out no inducement—utter­ 
ed no word oi encouragem ent; in which re­ 
spect they differed radically from modern 
local papers. It is doubilul if there can be 
found in all the W :*t a local paper whose 
editor does not frequently, and in glowing 
colors, call attention to his Tillage or city 
ae a point in need of a railrc *d, or incret x d 
railroad facilities, claiming that it would 
richly repay the company that would take 
hold and push the enterprise. 
Very little 
was said about such enterprises by Fond 
du Lac and Northeastern Wisconsin p a ­ 
pers when the first faint whispers were 
heard in 1849. 
Indeed, the papers only 
occasionally and briefly mentioned the mal 
ter, until within two or three months of 
the time the work oi grading actually com­ 
menced, in July, 1801. 
An examination i f 
the papers of those times developes the 
fact that they and the people were more 
deeply interested in plank roads than in 
railroads. 
Columns 
of 
space 
were 
devoted 
to 
plank 
roads 
in 
process of construction, and to giving pro­ 
ceedings of meetings called for the purpose 
of devising ways and means for starting 
new ones, while a short paragraph sufficed 
for the railroad enterprise. 
This seems a1- 
most unaccountable to people of the p 'te ­ 
en t day, in view of thedecaj ed and almost 
forgotten plank roads, their short lives and 
little service, and in view of the incalcula­ 
ble benefits the blate, and particularly 
Northeastern Wisconsin, has derived from 
the railroads constructed since then. 
GROUND BROKEN. 
John B. Macy and T. L. Gfilet, of Fond 
du Lac, and A. Ilyatt Sm ith, of Janesville, 
were leading spirits in tho formation of 
the Rock River Valley Union Railroad 
Company. Not unlike most men who lead 
in such undertakings, they met with count­ 
less obstacles. 
After much tribulation a n i 
vexation of spirit they succeeded in getliug 
the eminent financier, Robert J. W alker,' 
of W ashington,interested in tbe enterpiise. 
Late in 1850 a contract was let to Bradley j 
& Co., of Vermont, practical railroad build- j 
ere of large experience, to c instruct a cer­ 
tain portion of the road. 
T. F. Strong, j 
S r, of the contractors, came west in 185u 
and lo* ked the route over, returned to ins 
home in Burlington, and early the follow- •
